Streets, transit considerations along Guadalupe Street, analysis of existing
internal walkways to meet current ADA standards and analysis of ADA
accessibility to the historic bandstand, lighting and wayfinding. Planning
recommendations respond to historic status of this downtown square.

The Capitol View Corridor limits
future development in this area, with respect
to height.

All local and terminating routes would be
within a one to one and a half block of each
other, which would significantly ease transfers
for bus users.

@ Potential Bus Stop

A bus stop on the west side of Guadalupe
would be located across the transit center for
bus lines continuing southbound.

The nearest B-Cycle station is at least four blocks
from the Square. The preliminary expansion plan
would add two additional b-cycle stations near
the site.
